This 
disclosure, it was believed, pro­ 
voked his statement today. 
No Leniency for Them 
“No mercy can be shown anybody 
who poses as one needing aid,” said 
the county director, who added em­ 
phatically, “and none will be shown. 
Should we discover that a person is 
receiving aid when not deserving 
of it, the county will prosecute.” 
Director 
Hogue 
assured 
that 
needy folk acquiring jobs will be 
carried over on the county’s roll 
long enough to keep them supplied 
until their first pay comes, but that 
fair play is the only thing asked. 
The county office reported that 
needy cases were still decreasing at 
the average rate of from eight to 12 
families a day.

Cloudy -weather in the eastern 
part of the state tempered the siz­ 
zling sun-rays this morning and lent 
prt»nise to showers later in the day. 
At Harrisburg, the mercury this 
morning was keeping about even 
with yestm*day’s upward race which 
ended at 97.2 degrees but the weath­ 
er bureau said that mark would not 
be equalled today.

the road makes a sharp left turn 
and opens into the farming valley 
where some 500 feet down the road 
the explosion occurred. 
Why Mrs. Rubright was on such a 
road at one in the morning is a 
mystery. 
While 
one

around on dirt roads from Harmony 
to Portersville, it is much easier and 
faster to take the Perry Highway 
with its 18 feet of concrete. 
There 
would be no reason for her being 
on the Bauder School road as 
a 
matter of ccmvenience. 
Why the bomb, if it was a bomb, 
was set off where it was is another 
mystery. 
It could have been ex­ 
ploded down the road farther where 
there were no houses. 
Instead it 
was set off near the house and barn 
of O. D. Myers. 
In an ordinary year it is doubt­ 
ful if 300 cars would traverse thè 
Bauder School Road. 
Since Mon­ 
day morning it has been clogged 
with traffic and all 
it. morbidly 
curious sightseers who want to sec 
the spot where the explosion hap- 
pernd, to look for mementoes of the 
cx)casion and to diseovbr if possible, 
new evidence in the case.

Johnson May Attack

NIRA work. 
Out of Gov. Pinchot's attempted 
“permanent peace” conference be­ 
tween operators and miners today 
came the union’s offer to send 2,- 
000 “union guides” into the strike- 
paralyzed region to curb the activ­ 
ities of the pickets.

persuade miners not to return to 
work. 
Three of the outbreaks occurred 
during the morning at H. C. Prick 
Coke Company mines, resulting in 
the shooting of nine pickets, one of 
whom later died, and the gassing of 
several persons with tear gas bombs. 
Two more pickets were shot last 
night at the Grindstone mine in a 
fourth clash between strikers and 
deputies. 
Mines Closed 
As a result of the disorders, the 
Pi’ick Company announced all its 
mines in the Fayette county martisd 
law zone would be closed down com­ 
pletely because of “lack of sufficient 
protection.”

“That explosion was not dyna­ 
mite and it certainly was not gaso­ 
line” said Mr. Myers. 
“It 
must 
have been nitroglycerine for every 
indication pointed to it. 
Dynamite 
explodes with a rumbling rolling 
roar. 
Nitro lets go with a sharp 
incisive crack which is the way this 
explosion was.” 
“Dynamite goes down Into 
the 
ground, and this explosion didn’t 
mark the road much. 
Dynamite 
blows windows in while nitro pulls 
them out with its terrific suction. 
All my windows on the front of the 
house were pulled out and so were 
the windows in the chicken c<x^. As 
for it being a gasoline explosion^ 
that idea is ridiculous. 
From my 
experience around oil fields I would 
say It certainly was a large charge 
of nitroglycerine.”

may mark the beginning of crimina! careers. 
It w^as this fact that led recently to the launching in New 
York city of a new idea that is carrying happiness into the livei 
of thousands of children. 
So successful does its operation ap­ 
pear to be that it may spread throughout the nation. 
Mrs. Ida Cash, probation officer in Brooklyn, was its orig­ 
inator. 
It has resulted in the establishment in one of the poor- 
er sections of New York of a ^Чоуегу.” 
The latter opcratei 
along the lines of a free library but lends pfHythings instead of 
hooks. 
“I noted in the course of my work,” said Mrs. Cash in 
txplaining how the idea came to her, ^‘that children were con­ 
stantly being arraigned in court for stealing toys. 
I thought 
that if we could establish a place where children could borrow 
toys, fewer criminal records would be started at an early age. 
i 
Most of the toys were donated to the establishment. 
Many 
came from private homes where their usefulness had vanished, 
and business concerns gave others. 
The success of the ptab- 
Uihment was immediate. 
The district has in it i,ooo children 
and the request for playthings was quick and voluminous. When 
a child becomes tired of a toy taken oyt, this is returned and an- 
other ohtained, 
The idea was a happy one.

Americans Recall Historic Pailnres While Expressing 
Doubt That Oormao Dictator Will Succeed

. Complete domination o* German 
•ourcM at opmion ia observed as the 
aim of Oh¿iceUor Hitler when ha 
extends his dictatorship to the Pro­ 
testant Churches of the country. It 
if h»ld that there is doubt of his 
Ultimate success

banner, and predlcticms are made 
D^at facUcms within his own organ- 
iaation wiU endanger the Chancel- 
lor’a position. 
“By eeiainf control at the Protes* 
ant church,” 
according 
to the 
MIAMI DAILY NEWS, “he has em­ 
bittered every sincere churchman of 
that faith, and by his attempt to 
interfere with the Roman Catholic 
church, a strong force In South Ger­ 
many, he has completed the job of 
setting the entire religious world 
•gainst him.” That paper also re­ 
marks that “by his pcrsccuticm of 
the Jews, from whom Protestant and 
CathoUc alike derive their basic re­ 
ligion, he aroused international en­ 
mity.” The DaUy News concludes; 
“The compulaory salute of the 
church to Naal authority may eas­ 
ily prove the moet coetly tribute 
ever 
purchased 
to 
satisfy 
his 
vanity.’^ 
“There must be pwplexini days 
for the devout citiaen of Germany.” 
thinks the CHXOAGO D A I L Y 
NEWS, declaring that “by the same 
tactics of fmpce. mlsrepresentatlon 
and control of the mrgans at public 
information which terought Hitler to 
lower, the German or Hitler Chris­ 
tians won control of the German 
Lutheran church, and are in process 
of converting it Into an arm of the 
state, like the press and the radio." 
The Daily News concludes: “For the 
moment, all seems to capitulate be­ 
fore triumphant Hitlerism, but his­ 
tory reocwds the fall of many such 
attempts of states to dictate the re- 
ligloua beliefs of citisens. and there 
is no reason to think that the Ger­ 
man scheme wtU prove an exception 
to the rule. Whether a new church 
will rise from the blood of German 
martyrs remains to be seen. Cer­ 
tainly a people like those of Amer­ 
ica, who scrupulously divorce the 
state frmn the church, have much 
to be thankful for as they contem­ 
plate the spectacle of German Pro­ 
testantism under Hitler.” 
“The Naais,” says the FORT 
WORTH STAB TELEGRAM, “are 
going extensively into the Church 
and State business. Chancellor Hit­ 
ler emitted an epigram on the sub­ 
ject, ‘The church expects protec­ 
tion from tha State which, in turn, 
is entitled to ekpect aUegiance from 
the church,’ he declared. ‘A church 
which is unable to support the State 
is just as worthless to the State as 
a State which does not protect the 
churches ia to the church.’ Henry 
VIII said practically the same thing 
about It, except that nobody was 
protesting except Henry. 'The Nasis 
protest when the sign of the droop­ 
ing swastika is used ea a gonfalon. 
Henry had little but a hat 
church 
officials when he started his church 
and state campaign. Hitler reverses 
the motion. He created a congrega­ 
tion by counting the votes of those 
who voted according to orders. Then 
he announced that approximately 
400,000 elders would be elected.” The

ment« take their place alongside thg 
whale chain oi amazing events 
which have marked the eeuree of 
German life since the advent ot 
the Hitler dictatorship. Subjection 
of the church to its will may strike 
the Naai autocrate ea ineontrever- 
tible evldance eg their omnlpcManea 
and invincibility, but abroad it is 
designed to convey the impression 
that the maatere at Germany are 
hard put to it to retain their iron 
grip on the country when they must 
resort to enslavement of religioua 
eonacience.

Taking advantage of the job op­ 
portunities thus c^ned Hugh S. 
Johnson« national recovery admin­ 
istrator today had his state and 
local aides all appointed, ready to 
launch the re-employment drive in 
every state and city. 
Boards Organizing. 
The members of these boards, nine 
on each state board and seven on 
each district board, were drafted for 
their duties, and were organizing 
while awaiting further instructions. 
Firms sending in pledges are pre­ 
dominantly local in scope, though 
not necessarily small concerns, the 
reports reveal. Reservoirs of mass 
employment opportunities, especial­ 
ly the big utility companies, with 
their national ramifications, are not 
acting very rapidly. 
Johnson today frankly admitted 
he was not cheered by the way in 
which these major concerns had 
responded to date. Nevertheless, he 
said he had before him approxi­ 
mately 680 permanent codes of as 
many industries or business groups, 
aside from the thousands of blanket 
agreements being poured in hourly. 
With announcement of local and 
state aides to push the re-employ­ 
ment ртодгат, the way was clear 
for these teams in each city to fol­ 
low up plans to put 6,000,000 work- 
rs on the payrolls before winter. 
Coal Code Hearing. 
Coal mine officials who are in 
daily dread of strikes reaching their 
mine areas in Pennsylvania hailed 
with relief Johnson’s announcement 
that a coal code hearing had been 
set for Aug. 14. 
A few moments later they were 
bewildered by the flat declaration 


from John M. Hancock, subordinate 
of Johnson, who has charge of as­ 
signing hearings, t hat no such date 
has been set and that it will be set 
when he announces it. 
Coal operatOTS have been plead­ 
ing to have the hearing date set, or 
if it has been set, to step It up so 
as to control the situation in the 
strike areas. 'They were encouraged 
when dates w’ere set p ’omptly for 
the corset and brassiere Industry, 
the millinery trades, the theatrical 
business, the wallpaper manufactur­ 
ers, salt, lime, and half a dozen in 
that categwy. 
No Jnrisdletioii Yet. 
Johnson admitted that until a coal 
code has been adopted he has no 
jurisdiction over the situation in 
Pennsylvania or elsewhere. Even in 
the textile industry already under 
a binding code which is law by 
presidential decree, Johnson reveal­ 
ed that he has received numerous 
complaints of violations. 
These include violations of the 
stretch-CHit 
agreemeht, 
infringe­ 
ments of the status of skilled work­ 
ers, who it is alleged are classed as 
“learners” arbitrarily, in order that 
they need not be paid the minimum 
wage specified in the code. 
“If I find any authenticated com­ 
plaints I will take prompt action,” 
Johnson promised. “I will do this 
to the extent of my authority. First 
we can withdraw the code from 
those infringing it. After that there 
is a succession of things we can do.” 
He smiled grimly as he delivered this 
last observation. 
He expects to have the oil code 
before him tonight to prepare it fw 
transmission to the president. Spon­ 
sors of the steel code will be sum­ 
moned to final conferences on this 
instrument within five days, a 
shortening of the usual interval be­ 
tween hearings and final adoption. 
'The planning and control ccxn- 
mittee on which the government is 
represented will remain in the code. 
Jc^nson emphasized he would not 
approve any code without such a 
body provided.

Bonds 
were steady. 
The dollar worked lower after its 
recent strength, Sterling rising 2 
cents to 14.46. 
Farm and repeal shares again set 
the recovery pace, with gains run­ 
ning to 3 points and more. Case 
Threshing and National 
Distillers 
were the strong spots. Rails were 
better with Union Pacific up several 
points. Profit-taking cut the gains. 
The speculative community con­ 
tinued, waiting for the market to 
define a trend, and this was reflect­ 
ed in the small volume of dealings. 
News was favorable. Power out­ 
put went to a new high for the year 
while steel output held at 57 per 
cent of capacity after a decline in 
the last 2 weeks. The Reconstruc­ 
tion Corp. acted to stimulate busi­ 
ness loans by offering to subscribe 
a billion dollars to the capital of 
sound banks.

But her foolishness got out 
of all bounds when she visited the 
office of a man who posed as a plas­ 
tic surgeon and submitted to a lace- 
lifting operation. The result, Instead 
of rejuvenating her appearance, has 
woefully and irrevocably disfigured 
her. Por the rest of her Ufe she wiU 
be a horrible exampe of mlspaced 
vanity and mlspaced (jonfldence. 
“It should be understood that 
plastic surgery is not ethically re­ 
sorted to unless genuinely indicated. 
It is a regular surgical specialty, 
embracing the reconstructton of de­ 
fects and malformations that inter­ 
fere with normal functions m weU 
as the repair of gross cosmetic de­ 
formities. 
* 
“It should be self-evident that 
those engaged In the pracUce of 
plastic and reconstructive surgery 
require the same gcienttflc and tech­ 
nical training as the practitioner of 
any other surgical specialty. More­ 
over, the safe performance of even 


minor plasUc and reconstructive 
procedures demands the precautions 
and safeguards of a first-grade op­ 
erating room. 
For these reasons, 
the performance of any plastic op­ 
eration whatsoever by lay cosmeti­ 
cians must be condemned as unsafe 
and hazardous. 
“It follows that any attempt to 
defy Old Man Time by way of plas­ 
tic 
rejuvenation 
should 
not

placed to the hand of the unquali­ 
fied. Better stUl. they should not 
be attempted at all. 
“Gross deformities and necessary 
surgical corrections frequently de­ 
mand plastic surgery, of course; but 
as a rejuvenator its value is ex­ 
tremely doubtful, If not hazardous.

But in many places property owners 
insist on trying to drain the road 
funds dry by ridiculous claims. Un­ 
der my order to the Highway De­ 
partment such action hereafter will 
be equivalent to killing the goose 
that laid the golden egg. 
Wherever we are convinced that 
property owners are trying to hold 
us up there will be no road. 
We need every dollar we can get 
to provide employment on the roads 
for the thousands of our fellow- 
citizens who are out of work. We 
cannot divert these road funds to 
the payment of ridiculous damage 
claims. 
The value of property is raised in 
most cases by the building of new 
roads, but we do not ask the prop­ 
erty owners to pay for that enhanc­ 
ed value. It Is only fair to ask that 
property owners waive minor claims 
for damages. 
In all the new projects now being 
undertaken, damage claims 
must 
determine very largely where
